European hnutoedvea ftaquently ftod that aa soao aa 
they have got ca smiUag terms wiA their faousaboy's “wife.** 
she has been rc^aced by another who pleases him better. 

Among primItIvA Africana this cauica few problemR lor 
the discarded wives are usually looked after by their fsmillM; 
but among the "evolue”— Aoss who openly proclaim Aeir 
adherence to ocw or other of the Christian churches—s sloppy 
attitude towards marriage A not considered respectable.

As a result, 'evolue' men are faced with probleins of 
their own. Invartebty they {vogress further and more rapidly 
Ato the Western world Asn do their wIvm who have (noty 
ably had almost no school and speak no French.

"I am often oivlted out," said one 
femme iibre. "not because the man wants to go lo bed 
with me but because he wants someone who knows how to 
behave on an occasion when hit wife would be a handicap."

but the femme libre has had to teach herself how to 
behave. Like the wife the tempcHarily replaces, her child¬ 
hood was almost certainly passed in a one-roomed hut on 
a diet of manioc; but Ae has enough spirit to want te forget 
it by learning a "better" way of life.

In EUsabethvlIie, where 
there are some 2,000. they are looked after by a fonntdabie 
‘femme’ now in her late forties who sees that rates afe 
adjusted aceordlng to the coat at living Index and no tomme 
Ubre A ever left in need.

Few of them are, for the femme libre Is extrmnefy well 
paid for her services which—no matter how much the giris 
may stress tha educative and soclsl aspects cd tha work- 
remain Aat of (he oidest profession in the world. 

The current price (or a girl's favors Is about nn ■ 
nne-third of an unskitied laborer's monAly Mlary—and the 
girls admit they don't have to work very hard. 

Few take more than one client a day and they have nn 
hesitation in proclaiming that they would not willing^ to- 
change their role for that of a 'femme marice.’ 

Indeed, until Congolese giris see there are other ways 
to emancipation that oftered by prostihition, the most adven¬ 
turous and independenlMninded will probably continue to 
think it a more satisfying way of life than marriage.
